All  the  cyclopaedia*  that  have  been  published  during 
this  century  contain  articles,  more  or  less  complete 
on  numismatics.

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Sculps  and  Taille  Douce,  of  whom  we  have  no  Med- 
als extant;  and  of  the  use  to  be  derived  from  them.

If  the  so-called  Novum  Belgium  copper  de- 
scribed in  the  December  number  of  this  jour- 
nal, had  by  any  possible  chance  fallen  into 
our  hands  eighteen  years  ago,  we  do  not  think 
that,  even  with  the  most  mediocre  abilities, 
it  would  have  taken  us  well  nigh  a quarter  of 
a century  to  discover  its  true  nature  ! The 
error  of  supposing  that  the  discussion  related 
not  so  much  to  the  origin,  as  to  the  meaning 
of  the  legend,  coat  of  arms,  etc.,  led  us  into 
the  further  error  of  adopting  the  coin  as  gen- 
uine, because,  when  we  studied  the  subject, 
we  found  that  it  harmonized  with  historical 
facts  relating  to  the  period  to  which  it  was 
decribed. 

We  overlooked  the  fact  that  the  same  chain 
of  historical  items  which  enabled  us  to  place 
the  coin  and  to  describe  it  correctly,  had,  by  a 
sort  of  a priori  reasoning,  been  the  very  cause 
of  its  birth.  In  other  words,  the  Novum  Bel- 
gium copper,  and  in  fact  most  of  the  coins 
related  to  it,  were  manufactured  for  the  pur- 
pose of  illustrating  some  definite  event, 
either  in  history  or  in  the  life  of  the  designer, 
his  friends  or  business  acquaintances.  When, 
in  an  interview  with  the  gentleman  who  so  suc- 
cessfully and  ingeniously,  yet  innocently,  im- 
posed upon  the  credulity  of  his  numismatic 
friends  by  his  original  productions,  we  enu- 
merated the  facts  that  had  led  us  into  a belief 
of  the  authenticity  of  Novum  Belgium,  he  in- 
formed us  that  the  same  passages  in  the  works 
we  had  consulted  had  suggested  to  him  the 
making  of  that  coin.  In  describing  to  us 
some  other  coins  with  like  historical  reference 
Mr.  0 drew  in  ink  a most  beautiful  de- 
sign of  the  clever  “ Masa:  Plym:  Con:  New 
Haven,  United  Colonies  of  N.  England,  1643, 


'with  pine  tree  in  center,  piece,  which  struck 
in  silver,  he  presented  some  fifteen  years  ago 
to  Mr.  C.  I.  Bushnell,  author  of  several  numis- 
matic works.  The  facility  and  elegance  with 
which  this  coin  was  drawn  from  memory,  after 
so  many  years  during  which  the  author  had 
not  given  the  slightest  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject, convinced  us  that  from  such  hands  the 
Novum  Belgium,  after  all,  was  only  a bung- 
ling piece  of  work  ! It  is  indeed  fortunate 
that  the  remarkable  gifts  possessed  by  this 
gentleman  should  never  have  been  used  with 
a sinister  motive,  or  for  the  purpose  of  gain  ! 
The  majority  of  the  coins  thus  manufactured, 
sometimes  as  many  as  two  in  one  evening, 
and  numbering  altogether  nearly  two  hun- 
dred types  were  eventually  placed  into  the 
Yale  College  collection, where  after  lying  dor- 
mant for  a long  time,  they  may  in  future  years 
again  become  the  subject  of  learned  (?)  and 
heated  discussions  ! But  lew  found  their  way 
into  the  cabinets  of  collectors,  and  these  most- 
ly described  in  the  interesting  letter  we  ap- 
pend. It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  origina- 
tor of  these  coins,  who  years  ago  gave  up  all 
interest  in  their  fabrications,  and  regrets  that 
anybody  should  ever  have  been  deceived  by 
them,  that  they  should  be  returned  to  him  for 
final  cancellation,  and  we  promised  to  do  our 
utmost  to  assist  him  in  this  object. 

Mr.  Ed.  Frossard — Dear  Sir: — I have 
been  away  from  home  for  sometime  or  your 
request  would  have  been  earlier  remembered. 

It  was  in  i860  that  I made  my  first  attempt 
at  die  cutting-  and  the  occasion  was  the  re- 
ceipt of  a quantity  of  coins  and  medals  from 
some  New  York  dealers  for  inspection.  After 
selecting  those  which  my  own  collection  lack- 
ed, I sold  the  rest  to  various  collectors  in 
New  Haven,  and  thereupon  in  commemora- 
tion of  this  business  enterprise  I struck  a 
medal  with  this  obverse  : Connecticut,  with 
three  pine  trees  in  center,  and  on  the  reverse 
my  own  name,  with  the  words,  “ Coins  and 
Medals,  New  Haven,  i860.” 


About  half  a dozen  were  struck  in  lead  and 
one  in  copper.  The  latter  is  in  the  Yale  col- 
lege collection,  and  is  a very  good  impression. 
The  die  is  altered  to  1861. 

My  next  attempt  at  coinage  was  a leaden  to- 
ken with  the  inscription,  “ Colony  of  New 
Yorke,”  the  latter  words  being  on  the  obverse 
surrounding  a head.  One  of  these  tokens  I 
sent  to  Mr.  Mickley  of  Philadelphia. 

It  was  some  time  before  I acquired  suffi- 
cient skill  to  make  impressions  in  any  metal 
but  lead.  The  dies  were  cut  in  copper  or 
sometimes  brass,  and  were  so  soft  as  to  be 
often  destroyed  in  the  attempt  to  stamp  upon 
copper  or  silver.  I believe  that  my  first  suc- 
cessful impression  upon  copper  was  from  dies 
having  the  obverse  of  the  “ Nova  Eborac,” 
and  the  reverse,  “Immunis  Columbia.” 

The  dies  were  cut  upon  coins  of  the  half- 
penny size,  either  worn  smooth  or  filed  away 
on  one  side.  My  only  tools  were  an  awl  for 
cutting  the  letters  and  the  outlines  of  the  fig- 
ures, and  a knife  for  gouging  out  the  broader 
parts  of  the  designs.  When  the  cutting  was 
finished  each  die  was  heated  white  hot  and 
dipped  into  cold  water.  A third  smooth  cop- 
per of  the  hall-penny  size  was  then  heated 
and  placed  between  the  dies,  and  the  three, 
being  quickly  rolled  together  in  sheet  lead, 
from  a tea  box,  to  prevent  them  from  slipping, 
were  pounded  upon  an  anvil  with  a six-pound 
dumb-bell.  The  heating  process  gave  an  air 
of  antiquity  to  the  pieces.

There  may  have  been  others,  but  these  arc 
all  that  come  to  mind  which  were  made  with- 
out the  usual  tools. 

Unfortunately  some  one  about  1862  pre- 
sented me  with  a set  of  letters  and  several 
engraving  tools,  and  in  learning  the  use  of 
them  I made  a great  number  of  store  cards 
and  medallets,  most  of  which  are  unique,  and 
all,  I think,  in  the  Yale  College  collection. 

The  earlier  ones  I look  upon  with  some  in- 
terest because  they  used  to  afford  me  a great 
deal  of  amusement,  not  only  in  the  making, 
but  in  the  astonishment  of  collectors  when 
loooking  over  my  cabinet.

A NEW  VARIETY  OF  IM MUNIS 
COLUMBIA. 

BY  DAVID  PROSKY,  ESO, 

Obverse:  Immunis  Columbia,  1786.  A fe- 
male figure  seated  on  a sphere  and  facing 
right;  in  her  left  hand  is  a balance;  with  her 
right  is  held  a liberty  pole  surmounted  by  a 
cap,  while  the  folds  of  a flag  arc  gathered 
within  the  right  arm. 

Reverse:  E I’luribus  Unum.  A very  per- 
fect shaped  shield,  with  two  twigs  beneath. 

This  reverse  is  from  the  same  die  as  a New 
Jersey  cent  of  1788,  with  a star  at  each  end 
of  plough  on  obverse. 

The  coin  is  in  very  good  condition,  very 
j slightly  circulated,  and  genuine  without 
a doubt.  At  present  writing  tt  is  considered 
unique,  as  inquiry  has  been  made  and  no 
duplicate  heard  of  or  known. 

Ed.  The  reverse  of  the  above  piece  is  un- 
doubtedly a genuine  reverse  of  a well  known 
type  of  the  Jersey  1788  cent.  The  obverse 
looks  genuine,  but  in  our  opinion  there  is  a 
bare  possibility  that  it  belongs  to  the  order 
described  among  the  fabrications  (see  article 
under  that  head).  YVe  suggest  that  Mr.  P. 
pursue  the  same  course  that  we  did  with  the 
Novum  Belgium.  If  our  nameless  corres- 
pondent rejects  the  coin  at  sight  as  not  of  his 
fabrication,  then  it  is  undoubtedly  genuine; 
but  if  he  recognizes  in  the  piece  an  old  friend 
then  only  one  more  illusion  will  be  dispelled.
